Du ring the ensu ing qu arter of a centu ry , this na­ 
tion’s atomic technology has d ev eloped to an ex ­ 
tent little realized by the av erage American. 
Tod ay the United States has v ast nu clear re­ 
sou rces applicable for u se in both peace and war.

Better control of land fill operations in the cou nty 
u nd ou bted ly wou ld resu lt if au thority for enforce­ 
ment of regu lations cou ld be placed in the hand s 
of cou nty officials themselv es.

The commissioners ou ght to hear other ex pres­ 
sions of su pport from city and v illage cou ncils and 
chambers of commerce.

The rolling hills of Colu mbiana Cou nty seemed 
a fitting backd rop y esterd ay for the Cones oga 
wagons on the Ohio Wagon Train Association as 
these mod ern-d ay “pioneers” rolled along on an 
8 2-mile two-cou nty jou rney . 'Hie scene, as captu r­ 
ed by the News photographer, was one worthy of 
the memories of the hard y sou ls who fou nd ed Sa­ 
lem back in 18 06 and , in this era of su personic jet 
transports and the ev er-present threat of nu clear 
warfare, the sight of slowly -mov ing, horse-d rawn 
cov ered wagons was refreshingly d ifferent. 
The tranqu ility of reminiscense is broken su d ­ 
d enly by the remind er of the d angers of long ago: 
Ind ians. 


And , as might be ex pected in a free cou ntry , con­ 
trov ersy has arisen ov er policies regu lating atomic 
energy and fu tu re programming. 


T1IE UNITED STATES had only a few ex peri­ 
mental atomic-electric plants in the early 195 0s bu t 
tod ay there are more than 100 su ch plants in 31 
states. 
Backers of the nu clear programs claim 
these plants are safe, well-planned and beneficial. 
Those critical of the nu clear policies and pro­ 
grams, on the other hand , ex press their d issatis­ 
factions. 
They charge the Atomic Energy Commission can­ 
not be both promoter and policeman of atomic en­ 
ergy projects, for this is like d ru g manu factu rers 
being in charge of the Food and Dru g Ad ministra­ 
tion. 
They believ e the larger atomic plants being bu ilt 
tod ay are possibly more hazard ou s, and less econ­ 
omical. 
They contend scientists working in the nu clear 
programs consistently u nd erestimate the risks of 
rad iation. And they feel mu ch of the research on 
nu clear weaponry is u nnecessarily costly and a 
waste of time as an ad equ ate arsenal for the na­ 
tion’s d efense alread y has been created 
SUPPORTERS OF the programs as they are be­ 
ing cond u cted cu rrently d eny these charges, con­ 
tend ing mu ch of the criticism comes from d iscred i­ 
ted scientists, writers with a flair for “ science-fic- 
tion” and relentless pacifists. 
Und ou bted ly there is room for improv ement in 
the AEC ju st as there is in most large gov ernmen­ 
tal organizations. And where necessary these im­ 
prov ements shou ld be mad e. 
In the meantime, the nation can be thankfu l that 
the AEC has been su ccessfu l, in the wrord s of Rep. 
Chet Holifield of California, in bringing “into ex ­ 
istence a great new good for mankind —a new form 
of energy .”

Drunk e n Driv e r Is a Kille r 


One of the most common occu rrences in Amer­ 
ica tod ay is the fatal accid ent inv olv ing a d ringing 
d riv er, d ru nk perhaps, or at least with his ju d g­ 
ment so bad ly impaired that he makes a d riv ing 
error that kills him or someone else — too often 
•omeone else. 
Yet the national av erage for d ru nken-d riv er ar­ 
rests per police officer per y ear is only two. 
This is not the police officer's fau lt. It is the fau lt 
of both state and national legislators who hav e not 
giv en policemen clear-cu t au thority and effectiv e 
manpower and equ ipment to stop d ru nken d riv ers. 
And it is the fau lt of those ju d ges who. ou t of mis­ 
gu id ed compassion for the “ earless” d riv er, d o not 
remov e his d riv ing priv ileges for a period of time 
long enou gh to be an effectiv e d eterrent against 
repetition. 


SUCH ACTION WOULD also be a clear warning 
to others that when they take a chance on some­ 
one’s life by d riv ing while intox icated they also 
take a chance on losing for a long time the priv ­ 
ilege of d riv ing. 


Of the nation's 34.000 state police, only 8 .000 are 
on the road at any giv en time, which figu res ou t to 
one man for ev ery 125 miles of highway . 
That’s 
one problem. 
Another is a lack of effectiv e d etection method s. 
Chronic d rinking-d riv ing offend ers who hav e man­ 
aged to escape su spension of their d riv ing priv il­ 
eges take to the road with anony mity . 


The problem d riv er may be known by officers in 
his own commu nity , bu t d own the road a piece he 
is as innocent as the nond r,nking d riv er. And ev en 
if a d riv er is stopped and seems to be d ru nk, pres­ 
ent method s of d etermining with legal certainty 
that he is too intox icated to d riv e are inad equ ate. 
One method that cou ld prov e helpfu l wou ld be for 
problem d rinkers to be giv en cod ed license plates 
known only to police officers. Another is a pre-ar­ 
rest breath test. 


THE MOST EFFECTIVE measu re—one which 
wou ld not take legislativ e or ad ministrativ e action 
—wou ld be for citizens of ev ery commu nity in the 
United States to besiege their city hal's and their 
elected representativ es with d emand s that, in their 
commu nity , the d ru nken d riv er is to be treated 
with no mercy as the potential killer that he is. 
Since 1912, when traffic record s began to be kept, 
three times as many people hav e been killed as in 
all the wars the United Spates has fou ght in—more 
than 1.7 million persons. Of these, a sizable per­ 
centage d ied becau se some d ru nk careened d own 
the wrong sid e of a road , or throu gh a stop sign, 
or into a tree. 
One ind iv id u al traged y is enou gh to illu minate 
the pictu re: In a Mid west city recently , fou r y ou ng 
men were retu rning from a late-hou rs bachelor 
party . The prospectiv e groom was in the car as it 
left the road and slammed at high speed into a tree. 
He liv ed . Two of his friend s d id n’t. 
What a way to celebrate the beginning of mar­ 
riage.

“Joe Rhod es is the world ’s 
greatest kazoo play er,” say s a 
lad y friend , Mary . “He’s the 
only gu y I’v e ev er known who 
can play Beethov en s Fifth on 
the kazoo ” 
Rhod es twitches his mu stache 
u nd er his black-framed glass­ 
es and grins. He also play s the 
v iolin, he say s, bu t ad mits he 
isn’t the world 's greatest v iolin­ 
ist. 


“THERE ISN’T MUCH time 
to practice,” he said 
With his stu d ies in Victorian 
social history at Harv ard , con­ 
su lting posts in New York and 
Washington and his commission

tion spokesmen, Messrs Mitch­ 
ell and Finch, were hold ing a 
press conference Ju ly 3 and 
annou ncing ? d efinite recogniz­ 
able retreat by the ad ministra­ 
tion on school d esegregation. 
“Apparently

Romney 
had not been 
informed 
and 
was 
completely 
u naware 
of 
hostile mov es being mad e while 
he was attempting to conv ince 
2,000 d elegates of the ad minis­ 
tration’s good intentions. 
“ We still said nothing offici­ 
ally in open cond emnation, al 
thou gh we now had more thax 
enou gh 
anti-Negro 
specifics. 
Personally , althou gh importu n­ 
ing and lead ing qu estions came 
from all sid es, I refu sed to con­ 
d emn the Nix on ad ministration 
ou tright so mu ch so that there 
was a su spicion abroad that I 
was on a secret pay roll or had 
a secret u nd erstand ing to agree 
or keep silent. 
“ By the time ou r 1970 con­ 
v ention approached , it became 
increasingly clear that a su b­ 
stantial majority of Negro citi­ 
zens d isapprov ed of the Nix on 
ad ministration’s mov es. Thu s, 
Bishop 
Spottswood ’s 
key note 
speech, which, as are all key ­ 
notes. was a ‘hou se’ speech, 
an 
organizational 
pronou nce­ 
ment, reflected the d isillu sion­ 
ment fou nd by ou r staff and 
members in ail sections of the 
nation. The Gallu p Poll, pu blish­ 
ed Ju ly 12, 1970. makes it plain 
that the NAACP d id not mis­ 
represent the mood among Ne­ 
gro citizens. 
“There may be some qu es­ 
tion abou t the operational tao 
tics of a civ il rights organiza­ 
tion characterizing the presi­ 
d ent in su ch a fashion, bu t 
there can be no qu estion abou t 
the accu racy of the opinion in 
the Negro commu nity .” 
So tod ay Mr. Nix on Is get­ 
ting criticisms from both sid es 
of the controv ersy . The ou t­ 
bu rsts will d ou btless continu e, 
for these are consid ered one 
way to satisfy followers and 
gain more su pporters for what 
each sid e regard s as an impor­ 
tant cau se. 
TTie emotional impact of the 
racial 
controv ersy 
has 
been 
prod u cing a d iv isiv eness whose 
intensity was nev er anticipat­ 
ed The gov ernment - whether 
it be fed eral, state or local - 
has a d u ty to seek a means of 
conciliation throu gh prominent 
citizens from all grou ps in the 
commu nity . The objectiv e 
— 
equ al rights for all — has been 
stated and restated , 
bu t 
not 
enou gh has been said abou t the 
great necessity of assu ming re­ 
sponsibility for 
the 
preserv a­ 
tion of law and ord er. America 
has had ex amples of how racial 
clashes and riots hav e anger­ 
ed people, both white and black. 
Su ch d istu rbances tend to in­ 
crease 
racial 
antagonisma. 
May be what is need ed is an 
activ e d omestic peace corps. 
Bu t in the 
present 
atmos­ 
phere one wond ers whether any 
ad ministration in Washington is 
helped 
toward 
cu ltiv ating 
a 
peacefu l feeling by being call­ 
ed “ anti-Negro.” Nor is an ad ­ 
ministration which d eals with 
racial qu estions on a political 
basis - for ex ample, by d eny ­ 
ing tax ex emption to certain 
priv ate white schools - going to 
ad v ance the cau se of internal 
peace. Civ il rights mu st be ap­ 
plied by a fair u se of the law 
and by ord ers of the lower 
cou rts as 
prescribed 
in 
the 
Constitu tion and as set forth 
in Su preme Cou rt d ecisions.
